for prohibition violations were made 
in the last six months of 1931 as 
compared with $1,082 for the same pe- 
riod in 1930.

The justification for this expenditure is that the 
highways are for the ordinary use of the citizen as his 
right. The use of the highways to transport goods for 
hire, or to conduct private business for profit is a privi- 
lege for which the user may properly be required to pay. 
Such payment would reduce the tax burden on the aver- 
age citizen, and public welfare requires that this be done. 


Many vehicles are making commercial use of the 
highways without adequate tax or rental. In frequent 
instances overloads are destroying the roads, which the 
taxpayers must rebuild and repair. 


According to data from the U. S. Bureau of Roads, 
there was in 1923 an accumulating deficit on rural high- 
ways of $103,000,000, that is to say, this amount would 
have to be paid by the taxpayers on bond issues for 
roads then worn out. Six yeats later, in 1929, this ac- 
cumulating deficit had increased 509%, to $627,000,- 
000, or at the rate of $87,000,000 a year. The tax- 
payers of the country, it is estimated therefore, must pay 
nearly a billion dollars for highways worn out before 
they are paid for, and the amount of the deficit is in- 
creasing rapidly.

Skill in bridge is of two kinds; the 
skill of the player and the accuracy 
of the system he uses. You can give 
a skillful driver a poor engine, but 
he would still be beaten by an equally 
skillful driver equipped with a bet- 
ter engine. The skill of the players 
is not in question so it is very ap- 
parent that the difference of 8,980 
points with only eight more aees and 
kings is due to the superiority of the 
system, 

All versions of the official system 
of contract bridge have for their cor- 
nerstone the optional bid of two in a 


‘suit, to show a hand that is stronger 


than one bids. This match has dem- 
onstrated the utter futility of this bid. 
In no case was a game contract reach- 
ed more scientifically and more safely 
had the opening bid of one been made. 
In addition, by the use of this bid, 
it is impossible to complete the pen- 
alties which we might have suffered 
had we not been warned of _ the’ 
strength of our opponent’s hand.

“take it or leave it” and potified him 
to gign at what the Giants considered 
fair terms or remain out of organized 
baseball. 


Coming on top of the announce- 
ment that the St. Louis Cardinals had

indifference whether he signed, today’s 
sharp exchange was fraught with sig- 


nificance.

“It will be necessary for Terry to 
sign with the New York club on fair

Although the exact figure was noi 
public, Terry was believed to have 
received $22,000 for his services last 
year, when he finished in a virtual 
tie with Jim Bottomley and Chick

contract at about $13,000. 

TERRY SPEAKS. 

In returning the contract to Presi- 
dent’ Stoneham, Terry sent an accom- 
panying wire to local sports writers 
in which he said: 

“Mr. Stoneham asked me last fall 
not to give the newspapers any in- 
formation regarding my coutract this 
spring, as the club would take care 
of me. As I do not agree with them 
that approximately 40 per cent cut 
is taking care of me, I am giving you 
this information along with the in- 
formation that I am thoroughly dis- 
gusted,” 

Stoneham’s statement offered this 
rebuttal: 

“Terry has been treated better by 
the New York club as to salary than 
any other player who ever wore a 
Giants’ uniform. He has made trou- 
ble about signing every year since he 
was a rookie, He received in 1931 
within $1,500 of what Bottomley and 
Hafey together received, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that all three finished 
in a tie for the batting championship 
of the National league. He received 
thousands more than other great Na- 
tional league players.* ~ iPad 

“Because of holding out every 
spring, Terry has been a detrim 
to the club. We tried to trade hi 
last year, and no one wanted him on 
account of the high salary he was 
demanding last winter.
